Cn  September  25,  1S36,  the 
Historical  Records  Survey  was  nominally  as  well  as  factually  made 
independent  of  the  Yfriters*  Project.    In  general,  it  has  fro:.:  its 
very  inception  acted  as  a  separate  and  independent  unit  of  Federal 
Project  ho.  1, 

The  ain  and  purpose  of  the  survey  of  cour.ty  records  in  Indiana 
have  been  to  furnish  the  officials  of  the  local,  state,  and  national 
governments,  students  cf  history,  lawyers,  and  genealogists,  and  the 
general  citizenry  interested  in  the  county  records,  with  a  convenient 
tool  for  use  in  consulting  them.    It  is  the  object  of  the  Survey 
zo  make  the  valuable  source  materials  that  are  tc  be  found  in  the 
Indiana  courthouses  and  other  public  buildings,  available  and  more 
accessible  to  those  who  nay  be  in  need  of  them.    It  is  cur  hope  that 
the  information  contained  in  this  inventory  will  arouse  greater 
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interact  ir.  state  and  local  historical  records  and  will  encourage 
officials  to  continue  the  improvement  of  methods  for  the  preserva- 
tion and  safekeeping  of  these  records.

The  inventory  proper  is  preceded  by  a  number  of  introductory 
sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  concerning  facts  and  events  forming 
the  background  and  basis  of  the  records.    The  entries  for  the  re- 
cord series  are  carried  in  consecutive  numbering  for  the  county. 
The  b\ireaus  are  arranged  in -functional  order:    Governing  boards; 
major  Administrative  offices;  judicial  offices;  and  financial, 
educational,  health,  engineering,  and  ether  groups.  Wherever 
applicable,  natural  groupings  under  separate  headings  are  made  with- 
in the  bureau,  ana  the  entries  are  arranged  thereunder  also  accord- 
ing to  their  functional  sequence.    A  full  and  extensive  index 
following  the  inventory  vail  hoi.:  the  reader  locate  recorce  with 
a  minimum  of  inconvenience  and  effort.

The  tooo  ■•■raohy  is  varied.    The  central  and  northern  rsarts  are 
generally  level,  ana  the  eastern  part  is  moderately  rolling,  while 
the  southern  section  is  hilly  with  hr.oss  rising  to  a  height  of  four 
hundred  feet.    Several  creelrs  v/ith  their  branches  drain  the  land. 
Scott  County  is  divided  into  the  townships  of  Jennings,  Johnson, 
Finley,  Vienna  and  Lexington. 

The  settlement  and  organization  of  Scott  County  share  in  ori:in 
with  the  state  and  the  nation,  beginning  on  this  continent  with  the 
landing  of  the  English  colonisers  at  Jamestown  in  1G07.    The  Trench 
followed  the  next  year  with  the  founding  of  Quebec.    They  were  the 
first  to  reach  what  is  now  Indiana.    On  April  9,  16G2,  La  Salle 
claimed  the  entire  Mississippi  Valley  in  the  name  of  Trance.  By 
1719,  ~'rench  trading  posts  on  the  present  sites  of  Port  hayr.c  end 
Vincermcs  were  doin^;  a  lucrative  business  with  the  Indians.  Eventu- 
ally the  clash  of  interests  between  the  two  peoples  from  across  the 
Atlantic  led  to  the  Seven  Years  War  which  ended  in  the  Treaty  of  Paris, 
re'jruar;-  10,  17GS.    In  this  treaty  the  sovereignty  of  tcrritsr--  in-

constitution  of  that  year  provided  for  the  election  in  each  county 
of  a  clcrh  of  the  circuit  court,  (14)  recorder,  (15)  sheriff  and 
coroner,  (16)  and  continued  the  other  territorial  officers  until 
superseded.  (17) 

The  legislature,  in  1317,  established  a  body  called  the 
board  of  coucoissioners,  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  county;  (IS) 
the  office  of  treasurer,  who  was  appointed  by  the  beard  of 
cor-nissioners;  (19)  and  in  1313  the  office  of  surveyor,  who  was 
appointed  and  co~:.issioned  by  the  Governor  of  the  state.  (20) 

In  1324,  the  board  of  ccrosassioners  was  abolished,  end  its 
functions  conferred  upon  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county, 
who  constituted  the  board  for  doing  county  business,  (12)  until 
in  1C31  the  beard  of  cormissioners  was  reestablished,  which 
consisted  of  three  ner.bere  elected  by  the  voters.  (22)    In  1331 
the  legislature  nade  the  surveyor  an  appointee  of  the  board  of 
corrrnssicners,  (23)  and  in  1641  created  the  elective  office  of 
auditor.  (24) 

-'.s  the  state  grew,  there  was  much  dissatisfaction  with  the 
Constitution  of  1212,  but  repeated  attentats  to  change  it  did  net 
succeed  until  1330,  when  a  constitutional  convention  was  called

which  framed  a  new  constitution.  (25)    This  constitution  was 
submitted  to  the  qualified  votors  of  the  state  and  adopted  in 
1851  and  proclaimed  by  the  governor  to  be  effective  on  I.  ovcr.be r 
i,  1851}  and  with  anendir.er.ts,  remains  the  Constitution  of  Indiana.  ( 

Each  county  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  state  and  has 
an  individual  •bvernmstital  organization.    Although  the  Constitution 
of  1351  forbids  special  legislation,  (27)  and  the  general  outline 
of  the  organization  of  county  government  remains  the  same,  the 
general  assembly  has  provide:  the  necessary  variations  to  tahe 
care  of  local  needs  and  conditions.    These  variations  lie  chiefly 
in  the  number  of  officers  and  courts  provided  Tor  counties  v.-ithin 
classifications  based  upon  population.    Urban  and  rural  areas 
obviously  cannot  be  ruled  by  the  same  number  of  officers.  Zach 
county  has  the  constitutional  officers,  but  the  statutory 
officers  vary  in  number,  ^ovjers,  and  duties.    She  latter  officers 
may  be  compulsory  in  all  counties,  or  they  may  be  optional  and 
therefore  established  in  only  a  ferr  instances;  others  are  authori- 
zed in  only  certain  classes  of  counties,  though  the  class  may 
include  only  one  county. 

Indiana  stands  alone  among  the  s-ates  of  the  Union  in 
having  a  dual  system  of  county  governing  boards,  since  the 
establishment  in  each  county  of  £  county  council  in  1399.  (23) 
Zach  covnty  is  ^ovemed  by  a  board  of  commissioners  and  a  county 
council.     The  duties  of  these  aper.cies,  with  technical  distinction, 
aro  enumerated  in  their  proper  places  bclov/. 


takon  from  county  officials  many  or  their  powers  and  duties 
and  has  greatly  lessened  the  scope  of  those  remaining.  In 
older  fiolds  of  finance,  roads,  and  education,  the  state's 
supervision  lias  greatly  increased,  and  the  creation  of  newer 
state  departments  such,  as  police,  food  and  fire  inspection,  and 
public  Welfare,  has  canned  heavy  removal  of  local  responsibility 
and  control.

The  Constitution  of  1351  reorganized  the  governmental 
structure,  enlarging  the  number  of  constitutional  officers  to 
be  elected  by  the  people  of  the  county,  as  follows:  (29J 

Clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  who,  by  statutory  provision, 
keeps  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  all  county  courts  and 
performs  ether  administrative  duties,  including  serving  as  re- 
gistration officer  and  member  of  the  county  election  boards. 

Recorder,  who  makes  and  preserves  a  public  record  of  all 
legal  documents,  both  official  and  private,  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law. 

Sheriff,  who  is  conservator  of  the  peace  and  executes 
orders  of  the  county  courts  and  beards. 

Coroner,  who  holds  inquests  in  all  cases  of  death  fey 
violence  and  of  suspicious  circviv.ctances. 


Treasurer,  who  receives  and  disburses  all  county  moneys 
including  the  collection  of  taxes,  and  corvee  as  e::-officio 
member  of  the  board  of  review, 

Auditor,  who,  the  financial  r.^ent  of  the  county,  corpiles 
the  county  budget  estimates,  prepares  the  ta::  duplicates  and 
servos  as  clerk  and  r.err.ber  of  several  county  boards. 

Purveyor,  who  has  charge  cf  all  surveying  and  civil  o:> 
^inecrinfj  work  of  the  county,  including  the  maintenance  of 

i'ho  constitution  also  er.'.pov.-erccl  the  legislature  to  prescribe 
such  other  officers  as  nay  become  necessary.  (31)    Under  this 
authority  the  legislature  has  from  tine  tc  tir.e  established 
the  following  statutory  officers  and  boards  : 

Board  cf  cozsnissioners,  the  leading  ^overnin"  body  of  the 
county,  often  called,  the  "county  board",  or  the  "beard  for 
doing  county  business".    It  consists  of  three  members  elected 
for  terms  of  three  years.    The  board  furnishes  and  ::.aintains 
county  buildings  and  grounds,  administers  the  financial  trans- 
actions cf  the  count;."  and  audits  the  accounts  of  all  office rs 
vrho  handle  moneys  of  the  county,  and  is  responsible  for  the 
maintenance  of  county  highways.  (32)

The  board  of  commissioners  is  a  statutory  "body  comprising  three 
members  elected  for  a  terra  of  three  ysars.    Elections  are  so  arranged 
that  one  member  shall  retire  each  year.    The  county  is  divided  into 
three  districts  from  each  of  which  one  member  must  be  elected  by  the 
electorate  of  the  county,  (l) 

Scott  County  has  had  a  board  of  commissioners  from  its  creation, 
as  provided  in  the  Acts  of  1315,  (2)  and  the  Constitution  of  1351.  (3) 

The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Scott  County  is  1320.  All/ 
the  records  are  located  ri^the^uditor-l-s-~-vault  in  the  coui*thouseAun- 
1-ess-oth  erwi  se -stated. 

The  board  was  intended  to  be  the  administrative  and  excutive  head 
of  the  county.    Its  powers  v.-ere  extensive  and  often  abused.    In  13S9 
the  county  council  (c.v.)  was  created  as  a  check  upon  the  commissioners 
in  fiscal  matters.  (4) 

The  board  of  commissioners  is  a  corporate  body  with  powers  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  and  possessing  duties,  rights,  and  powers  incident  to  cor- 
porations.

V.    CIRCUIT  COURT

XVI.    BOARD  of  education 


The  educational  system  of  Indiana  had  its  beginning  back  in  1818; 
and  since  then  it  has  undergone  several  changes. 

Tho  legislature  in  1318  provided  for  the  appointment  by  the 
county  commissioners  of  a  superintendent  of  schools  for  each  congress- 
ional township.  (1) 

By  legislative  enactment  in  1324  the  school  system  was  administ- 
ered by  three  township  school  trustees,  who  were  elected.  (£) 

The  school  administrator  system  was  changed  by  the  legislature  in 
1333;  by  this  new  act  the  election  of  a  school  commissioner  was 
provided,  (5) 

In  1852  the  legislature  provided  for  a  board  of  trustees  to  act 
as  the  township  school  trustees.  (4) 

By  legislative  enactment  in  1SC5  three  school  trustees  Were 
elected  by  the  common  council  to  administer  the  school  system  in 
addition  to  the  township  trustees.  (5) 

By  on  act  of  1875  the  county  board  of  education  was  created. 
The  board  was  comprised  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools t  the 
township  trustees  of  the  county,  and  the  school  trustees  of  each  city 
and  town  of  tho  county.  (6  ) 

The  inception  date  of  this  board  in  Scott  County  is  1575. 

By  legislative  enactment  in  1877  the  membership  of  the  board  was 
changed  to  consist  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  the  town- 
ship trustees,  and  the  chairman  of  school  trustees  of  each  city  and

XVIII.    HEALTH  COr:  ISSIONER 


By  legislative  enactment  in  1831  tho  county  board  of  health  vras 
established  and  v.-as  required  to  elect  a  secretary  v/ho  acted  as  the 
health  officer  for  each  tovai  and  city,  and  the  county,  (l) 

In  1891  tho  legislature  amended  the  act  of  1831   and  enlarged  the 
duties  of  the  health  officer  v/ho  acted  through  tho  hoard  of  health.  (2) 

The  health  commissioner  was  provided  for  by  an  act  of  the  legis- 
lature in  1909.    He  is  elected  by  the  county  coords sioners  to  serve  for 
a  four-year  term.  (3)    The  health  commissioner  must  be  a  licensed 
physician.  (4) 

The  inception  date  of  the  records  of  this  office  in  Scott  County 
is  1391.    All  the  records  are  located  in  the  office  of  the  health 
boiaidssioner  in  the  courthouse. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  health  commissioner  to  enforce  the  health 
laws;  to  record  and  report  the  vital  statistics,  such  as  births,  deaths 
and  marriages;  to  make  sanitary  inspections  of  all  public  and  private 
buildings  in  regard  to  sources  of  disease;  to  establish  quarantine  and 
ta!-:e  all  reasonable  moans  to  protect  the  public  health;  to  close 
schools  and  churches  and  to  prohibit  public  assemblies  to  prevent 
epidemics.  (3)

XXII.,    AGRICULTURAL  AGENT 


The  office  of  agricultural  agent  was  created  by  the  legisture 
in  1913.  This  act  provided  that  an  agent  should  be  appointed  when 
petitioned  for  by  the  residents  of  the  county,  (l) 

By  legislative  enactment  in  1937  the  office  of  agricultural 
agent  was  created  for  every  Indiana  county.     1...  agricultural  agent  is 
appointed  by  the  director  cf  agricultural  escfcention  service  of  Purdue 
University,  subject  to  the  approval  cf  a  state  board,  entitled  county 
agricultural  agents  board.    The  qualifications  cf  the  agricultural 
agents  are  prescribed  by  the  board.  (2) 

Ihe  inception  date  cf  this  office  in  Scott  County  is  1913, 
The  records  are  located  in  the  county  agent's  office  in  the  courthouse. 

The  county  council  is  required  to  appropriate  not  loss  than  one 
thousand  dollars  annually  to  be  used  in  paying  office  help,  expenses 
of  the  agent,  mileage,  rent,  or  other  incidental  errpenses.     The  salary 
of  the  agricultural  agent  is  paid  by  the  state  through  Purdue  Universi- 
ty, 

The  duties  of  the  agricultural  agent,  under  the  supervision  of 
Purdue  University,  are  to  cooperate  with  n.overaents  for  the  advance- 
nent  of  agricultural  and  country  life,  with  farner's  institutes, 
farriers'  clubs,  and  other  rural  and  civic  organisations,  boys1  and 
girls' s  clubs  and  contest  work;  give  advice  to  fanr.ers  of  practical 
farm  problensj  and  aid  the  superintendent  of  schools  end  teachers 
of  the  county  in  giving  practical  education  in  agrucultural  end 
9stic  science.  (2)
